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Judges as Mediators 
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A S h*« happened from time to lime 
in thia province (luring the year* 
since the war, with labor negotiations 
assuming unprecedented importance 
In public affairs, criticism-has been 
provoked in Ottawa by the wide use 
being made of the services of judges 
as conciliators and mediators. It is 
reported that there is a possibility of 
agreement between the Dominion and 
the provinces whereby some degree of 
restraint may be placed on the 
appointment of judges to duties fall¬ 
ing outside the functions of the courts 
of law. Justice Minister Fulton is on 
record as having stated that the 
appointment of judges in quasi¬ 
judicial capacities is "extremely un¬ 
desirable.” 

This discussion comes at a time 
when the pressure of judicial work 
on the courts is increasing so severely 
that many additional appointments 
have had to be made, and when civil 
litigation and criminal trials are sub¬ 
ject to delay because the courts are 
overworked. The courts, the litigants 
and lawyers and the whole process of 
justice can ill-afford the delays result¬ 
ing from diversion of judges from 
their regular functions to others 
which may remove them from the 


bench for long periods. Moreover, 
only a proportion of a judge's work 
is done oq the bench; a vast amount 
has to be dealt with in the privacy 
of his chambers or his home. 

Yet the hartnoniouf and speedy 
settlement of labor disunites is as im¬ 
portant to the economy of the nation 
as speedy trial is to the dispensation 
of justice. There is a large body of 
competent opinion in favor of judges 
as mediators, because their training 
and experience fit them above all 
others for the role of wise and impar- 
tu t referees. Their superior qualifica- 
tiohs in this respect have been most 
marked in British Columbia, where 
on numerous occasions senior mem¬ 
bers of the judiciary have restored 
harmony and brought about agree¬ 
ments when all other efforts had 
failed. Whatever may prevail else¬ 
where, Mr. Fulton's fear of judges 
becoming involved thereby in political 
controversy has no foundation in this 
province. 

The difficulty which has arisen, 
and which'is serious, appears as one 
more argument for the creation of 
labor courts with presidents of the 
calibre of judges but without dual 
functions.

Thinking Aloud Gerald Waring 


On His Own Doorstep 


WflTH nations as with individuals 
W it all depends on whose ox Is 
gored. When something comes close 
to home the viewpoint alters sharply 
as self-interest becomes operative. 
India offers a classic example at the 
moment. It has become alarmed 
overnight by the infiltration of Red 
Chinese troops into a comer of the 
state of Kashmir. 

The situation is full of irony. For 
a good decade now Premier Nehru 
has viewed the Communist threat 
with extreme complacency. Almost 
at times he seemed to.act in the role 
of godfather, reserving his strictures 
for the West to which India is attach¬ 
ed as a member of the Common¬ 
wealth. Even the rape of Hungary 
two years ago did not draw from him 
any condemnation of the Soviet 
regime. 

This Olympian detachment has 
been rudely shattered. Red Chinese 
troop* are reported to have taken 
over an Indian border post, and to be 
massed on the frontier. Reports of 
other Communist Chinese forces 
aligned along the Tibetan border with 
Nepal and Bhutan have caused un¬ 


easiness as India sees itself menaced 
by the kind of encroachments else¬ 
where that hitherto have been viewed 
with calm. 

The Red Chinese pressure on 
Kashmir may well be a gesture, for 
Peiping must know that any overt 
act against India would invite military 
aid for that country. India does not 
cling to its Commonwealth connection 
for nothing. Observers see in the 
Kashmir move a rebuke to embarrass 
Premier Khrushchev in his talks with 
President Eisenhower, to which 
Peiping is believed to be opposed. The 
liaison between Communist China 
and Soviet Bussia is on occasion as 
delicate as that among the Western 
alliance, and obviously Mr Khrush¬ 
chev would not igree to an irritation 
of this kind at such an awkward 
moment. 

Indian troops have been dispatch¬ 
ed to safeguard the Kashmir bolder, 
but diplomacy has been invoked to 
restore the situation. One does not 
expect a major flare-up, but the inci¬ 
dent should serve to remind Mr. 
Nehru of the latent peril that lurks 
in a Communist neighbor. Certainly 
it should open his eyes. 


'Armed Gangs Out 


T HE surprising thing about the 
fracas at the midway of a down¬ 
town carnival on Saturday evening Is 
that no arrests followed. If the inci¬ 
dent has been described correctly, an 
organized gang of young ruffians set 
out to take armed reprisal on a booth 
attendant; were stopped by carnival 
workers defending their property; 
and then disappeared into the night. 
Meanwhile an occupied tent had 
been set on fire, looting attempted, 
and enough time had elapsed to bring 
three fire engines with their crews 
to the scene. The police later closed 
the carnival. 

Regardless of the nWrits or other¬ 
wise of any dispute between a booth 
attendant and a member of what has 
been referred to as "the Quadra 
Street gang." no one is justified in 
taking the law into his own hands. 
The presence on the carnival lot of a 
group of young hoodlums, some of 
whom were reported carrying spring 
knives or short lengths of metal 
piping, was provocation outside of the 
law. If arson followed, as It anpears 
In two attempts detected, it can 
at least he understood that no body 
of midway workers would take that 


lying down. Some carnival attend¬ 
ants are described as arming them-' 
selves with clubs to ward off an 
expected attack. That no attack fol¬ 
lowed and the invaders should leave 
the scene after the fire engines 
arrived does not alter the essential 
elements of what was an incipient 
state of riot. , 

That the affair should end with 
the burning of one tent and some 
carnival property, with nobody 
brought before the courts to answer 
for an open bleach of the peace does 
not seem to be the final answer. This 
community has no room in it for 
armed hoodlumism under any pretext 
or in any guise. If there is in fact 
such a group of misfits as "the 
Quadra Street gang" with these pro¬ 
clivities the proper law enforcement 
authority of the city will be expected 
to do something purposeful about it. 
But whvfKJ arrests at the scene, when 
several "serious breaches of the law 
were apparent? 

•* Armed violence Ls a serious 
matter, not to be excused on the basis 
of any personal disagreement over a 
pitch and loss game It strikes at the 
root of public security. Victoria wants 
no more of it. '

F Oft • *mall war. th* fighting in th*

It 
is freely predicted that chaos in Laos 
ttill have • bearing on the forthcoming 
conferences between President Eisen¬ 
hower and # Premier Khrushchev. Why 
has Laos become so Important' 

_ The map gives one due. Lao*, not 
much more than half the sire of New¬ 
foundland. is landlocked hut lies along 
the big Mekong River, one of the water 
highways of the east. 

The strategic position of the country* 


exposed to the might of Red China, ia a 
more important factor. Laos touches on 
Communist China, Communist-controlled 
North Viet Nam. Cambodia and Thailand. 

Some observers see the Communist 
activity In Laos as part of a plan by Red 
China to stir up trouble in border states 
over a vast area. They point to the sup¬ 
pression of Tibet and threats and sub¬ 
version against such places as Burma, 
Bhutan. Assam and Nepal 

Although there ia much speculation, 
solid facts are elusive in the struggle for 
Laos, which until a comparatively few 
years ago was little known in the West, 
and then only as the least developed of 
the three province* making up IndochineC 
along with Cambodia and Viet Nam.

polite than chap or 

fellow. 

Across the line, from whence 
comes many an apt and expressive 
colloquialism hard to resist, guy is a 
work a day word. Presidents have 
used It. It is reaching that stage here 
too. as one's ears may note any day 
of the week, and it can be applied as 
an endearment or the opposite. 

The Oxford clings to the notion 
that guy is U.S. slang, dating ftom 
the year this writer was born albeit 
there is no connection in this but its 
roots go back beyond the Pilgrim 
Fathers. Webster absolves the word 
from demerit by listing it simply as 
an alternative to fellow. 

* * * 

A century ago Anthony Trollope 
was writing about someone who was 
dressed up like a guy, thus summon¬ 
ing the shade of poor Fawkes. His 
nvmory has been guyed into ridicule, 
although he was something of an in¬ 
nocent caught in the toils of political 
intrigue. You can’t beat politics for 
'imdlng^ieonf in the lurch. 

For s long t Uneanyw ay Guy was 
synonymous with a person of gro¬ 
tesque appearance or dress. Without 
the capital however the term is 
respectable even if it has not quite 
made the grade In the best spoken 
circles,. 

As a proper name. Christian or 
surname. Guy is of course a different 
proposition. There is nothing guyish 
about it then. In fact about the time 
of Henry the Eighth and he surely 
was quite a guy the word was in 
excellent standing, quite literally 
meaning a leader. 

Had there ix*en no gunpowder plot 
I daresay it W’ould^ have remained 
quite U, indeed. 

If one were to say. a* 
in Europe they are saying 
that President Eisenhower is a "grand 
guy." then the lower case application* 
of this term is also beyond cavil. For 
he is a leader. 

♦ * * 

It is in the less inhibited speech 
of the sports arenas thst guy prob¬ 
ably flourishes best. From what I 
lead the chap who pokes the puck or 
the ball into the net is a real worth¬ 
while guy provided it is not his own 
net whereas the refefee seems often 
to he a guy, Fawkes fashion. There 
are guys all over the ice. and over the 
air too. 

But willy-nilly the term is taking 
hold as part Of normal speech. 'Per¬ 
haps on a formal occasion studied 
caie is taken to avoid it. using tho 
more polite fellow, but as across the 
line it is assuming a neutral tinge, 
meaning only a person, male. 

Somehow or other. a woman Is 
never a guy, even if she is a slight. 

Given time and circumstance this 
alternative to chap or fellow seems 
fair to break into the best circles, 
written and spoken. After all a chap 
was once a peddler and fellow once 
belonged to the lower orders.

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P RIME Minister Dlefenbaker billed 
his recent remarks on tight 
money as "a few things whkh need 
saying." But he 
didn't say every¬ 
thing that needs 
saying. 

His comments 
added up to- this: 

T h e government 
has no light money 
policy. The Bank 
of Canada discount 
rate, at a lecord 
6.41 per cent a while ago. needn't 
stop the chartered batiks from mak¬ 
ing loans at 6 per cent. 

He was perfectly right in pointing 
out that (Tie banks rarely hot row 
from the Bank of Canada, so the 6 41 
bank rale doesn't affect the amount 
of money the chartered banks have 
to lend. A* a matter of fact. In only 
11 weeks out of the Last 52 have the 
banks borrowed from the central 
bank, and at that only a total of 
$88,000,000. But this isn't proof of 
the PM's thesis. 


The bank rate is pegged at *4 of 
1 per cent above the average weekly- 
rate for 91-day treasury bills. Thus 
when It reached 6.41 per cent it 
reflected a treasury bill interest rate 
of 6.16 pep cent. 

It is obviously more profitable 
for the banks to lend to the govern¬ 
ment at 616 per rent tfian to other 
bonowers at the 6 per cent maximum 
interest rate IVnposed on the banks 
by Parliament. Also, it is obviously 
out of the question for the banks 
to borrow- at 6.41 per cent and lend 
at’6 per cent. * 

Diefenbaker suggested that the 
banks have lots of money to lend 
without going to the Bank of Canada. 
Bank manager* say otherwise. They 
assert that they are extended to the 
limit of ihe traditional liquidity of 
the banking system. That means 
they believe they would jeopardize 
their stability if they sold more 
government bonds Uj get cash to lend 
—to say nothing of the money they 


would lose if such sales further 
depressed the market for government 
bonds. 

Moreover, they are satisfied that 
such expedients as higher savings 
interest rales would not bring in 
much additional cash. Trust com¬ 
panies are paying up to 5-per cent 
for 91-day,money. And. of course, if 
you have $25,000 you ran lend It to 
the government at 6.16. 


The main cause of the credit 
6 squeeze is admitted on all sides to 
be the unprecedented demand for 
loans, reflet ting the great upswing 
In economic activity. The govern¬ 
ment contributes to the pressure by 
its heavy borrowings at rates cur¬ 
rently above the interest the hanks 
are permitted to charge ordinary 
borrowers. 

While Diefenbaker says the gov¬ 
ernment has no tight money policy, 
the Bank of Canada's inaction during 
the crisis buildup indicated that it 
had a tight money policy. When the 
Tories were in opposition they de¬ 
rided the idea that the central bank's 
policy could be anything but com¬ 
patible with government policy. 

For example, the chartered banks 
•bust keep 15 per cent of their assets 
liquid 8 per cent by law, and an 
additional 7 per cent by agreement 
with the Bank of Canada. If the 
central bank were to reduce this 
obligation of J5 per cent to 12 per 
cent, another $5o0.000.nO0 would be 
immediately available for lending. 

Or alternatively, the central hank 
could buy‘large quantities of govern¬ 
ment bonds, thus pushing up their 
^ value, reducing their yield, putting 
more money into circulation, and 
encouraging private funds to seek 
other forms of investment, such as 
loans. * 

In view of these facts, Diefen- 
baker's disclaimers sound like those 
we used to hear from Liberal Finance 
Minister Walter Harris. They leave 
an impression that the PM's “few 
things which need saying" add up to 
a politician's efforts to slide out from 
under. x

Dislike

A T the beginning of August an 
English newspaper published a 
report that Western German 
scientists, with the 
approval of the 
West German gov¬ 
ernment. were 
helping the French I 
government to de¬ 
velop their own 
hydrogen bomb. 

This report has I 
been emphatically ' 
denied, but the fact j 
that it could be 
made on the basis of credible authoD 
lty has a significance of its own. In* 
deed, the denial is not accepted in 
some quarters. 

A few yarn s ago the mere auggea- 
tlon of active Fianco German co-op¬ 
eration in armaments would hava 
been ludicrous. Today, even If it ls not 
a fact it J* no longer an unreasonable 
posslbilift and the main reason for it 
will undoubtedly shock the charitable 
citizens of the United States. There it 
no real affection between France and 
Germany but there Is a mutual dis¬ 
like for the United States, and-it doe* 
not need a psychologist to emphasize 
that nations, like people, will unite 
ipuch more easily against something 
than for something. 

♦ * * 

I asked a Frenchman why hit 
country did not like the United .State*. 
'They are too arrogant." he an¬ 
swered. They treat us like poor rela¬ 
tions. We have to be grateful for 
everything. We are, but we are also 
proud and do not like to havs it 
rubbed in. Because the Vnited State* 
has given us millions of dollars and 
helped our rehabilitation It does not 
mean that they own us, or that a w ink 
from the State department is a com¬ 
mand." 

He reminded me of the story told 
of President Roosevelt who read a 
particularly vicious attack upon him¬ 
self by someone he did not know. "I 
cannot understand lu>w he can be so 
bitter. I have never done him a good 
turn." 

1 asked a German why they dis¬ 
liked the United States. "First, lie- 
cause they are an occupying power, 
hut we understand that. .Second lie- 
cause when they came In 1945 they 
gave chocolate to all the school chil¬ 
dren except those whose fathers had 
been members of the Nazi parly. I 
was a member 6f the party. I had to 
be or else I would have lost my job. 

A nation that can take it out on tho 
children Will sell you down tho 
street." It seems the distribution of 
largesse was one of America's classi¬ 
cal psychological blunders. 

* * * 

Too trivial to be taken seriously? # 
Obviously not. It was a little seed but 
it took root and it is obviously flour¬ 
ishing in the minds of some Germans. 
True, I found plenty of Germans who 
like flie Americans, but most of them 
liad reservations. Many felt that they 
were arrogant. I asked an American 
Bervteenian about It. "Sure." he said, 
"What If we do shove them around 
a bit: we won the war didn't we?" 
Again it was an ’‘other ranks" com¬ 
ments. No one pretends that it would 
be approved in Washington hut it 
indicates a psychological weakness 
somewhere. 

Another German said to me: ‘Tho 
worst boss is the man who has com* 
up from the ranks. He knows th* 
tric ks. You know he knows them. Tho 
boss who hasn't conjjj» up from the 
ranks knows them too, but he pre¬ 
tends that he doesn't. America is a hit 
like the fellow promoted managing 
director from the bench. He love* 
power and uses it. The good boss ha* 
the power- and you know it—but h* 
doesn't.use it. Americans have been 
good and g enero us. ■ b u t they never 
failed to tell us how good and gener¬ 
ous they have been. They think they 
have bought us.” 

* * * 

There ia little doubt that this view 
Is held moderately and perhaps a 
little more dispassionately by th* 
government* of both, Germany and 
France and by a strange twist of fat* 

It has forged a common bond. Th* 
French have no illusions about th* 
Germans. They Suffered them for 
four year* and loathed them for four 
long bitter year*. But there was no 
pretence on either side. Both Franc# 
and Germany have got a little res¬ 
tive under American domination, and 
both are anxioua to demonstrate their 
independence. 

It has come to a head in Franc* 
under General de Gaulle who Just re. 
fuse* to accept the poor relative posl^. 
tion. and In Germany under Dr Aden- 
aeur who believes that Germany i* 
now sufficiently strong to exert som* 
degree of independence. In both case* 
It is being don* negatively — by 
threat of disturbing NATO and by a 
determination to make General Eisen¬ 
hower recognize thHr viewpoint* 
under threat of playing Into Russian 
hands by weakening the Western ne¬ 
gotiating position 

The final factor, which t will dl*. 
«U*s In my next article is the not 
gen*ially ieal.7«rT*Ct that both Off. 
many and Fraice to a great extent 
depend, for thef^internal politics, on 
an atmosphere of tension. It is a 
simple and unpalatable truth that 
neither Western Geitnany nor Franc* 
really want an easing of internatlonaV 
tension. Germany hap thrived on it 
for year*, France has ftaiied to thru* 
!«n it aince General de Gaulle took 
over. A really peaceful world would 
make things difficult for both of 
. them.

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1959—Year of the Weed 


By M. V. C HEKXtT'niHS 

The year 1959 will always remain 
In my mind aa the Year of the Weed. 
Just'what particular set of weather 
conditions is responsible for the in¬ 
festation. I don't know, but never 
have I seen such a prolific growth of 
chlckweed, k n o t w e e d. shepherd s 
purse and all the other^reen pests. 
Keeping them under control is a 
never-ending job. and the moment 
you turn your hack, up pops another 
crop, apparently born fully grown and 
ready Jo start scattering their seeds. 

I don't like work any more than 
the next man and for years I have 
been experimenting to find methods 
of controlling the weeds without too 
much back-breaking labor. I can’t 
say I have made much progress in 
this field of research, but one thing 
I have noticed Is that the shallower 
you hoe, the quicker the weeds die. 


Deep hoeing is a lot more work 
and doesn't do as good a Job. The 
weeds are simply transplanted from 
one place to another and. if a shower 
or- a heavy dew comes along to 


freshen them up. they have no trouble 
getting thfir roots down agaih. 

For hoeing between the rows and 1 
between plants in, the perennial 
flower border, I don't think there is 
any impliment which does such a 
good job as a Dutch hoe. While these 
come In several sues. 1 prefer a 
- rathor small, light one. easier to con¬ 
trol accurately when scuffling off 
weeds which are growing close to the 
cultivated plants. 

♦ * * 

I keep my Dutch hoe razor sharp 
by dressing the forward facing blade 
with a flat file When I scuffle the 
soil with this sharp blade, it slices 
off the weeds just a fraction of an 
Inch below the surface, and creates 
no disturbance to the shallow rooting 
subjects In the garden. The draw hoe. 
which operates much deeper in the 
soil, is a menace to'com and rasp¬ 
berries and sucK plants which main¬ 
tain their active feeding roots Just 
below the soil surface. 

Another thing which appeals to me 
about the Dutch hoe'is the fact that 
you work backwards ~rtbwn fhe rnsv. 
so you never need step on tl\e freshly 
hoed ground. With the draw hoe, the

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work is a strenuous chopping motion 
and >ou progress forward, trampling 
all over your work. This means going 
back over the ground with the rake, 
not only to eraseMTie footmarks, but 
because tramped-on weeds have an 
uncanny knack of insinuating their 
roots back into the soil. 

* * * . 

I| is quite possible to make our 
usual midsummer dry spell work in 
our favor in the control of weeds, 
simply by arranging things so all the 
water goes on the crops and none on 
the weeds I grow moat of my row 
crops in shallow trenches or furrow* 
In the ground and. when catering 
with the hose, it is easy to channel 
the water into these ditches, where 
it goes directly to the roots of my 
plants, leaving the alleys between the. 
rows as dry as a hone. Weeds seldom 
get a chance to germinate In thii 
hard baked ground. 

There are some plant*, of course, 
which need to he freshened up oeca* 
sionally by an overhead watering. 
Runner beans, for instance, have a 
habit of dropping their blossoms and 
failing to “set" unless given frequent 
shower baths.

On the Red Chlnese-Indtan 
frontier dispute, the two de¬ 
cided against any open offer 
of aid to Prime Minister 
Nehru for fear of embarrass¬ 
ing him, but agreed China is 
unlikely to attack India. 

On the uprising in Laos, 
they decided to provide all the 
backing that may be needed 
to sustain the Laotian govern 
ment. 

On the unity of the Atlantic 
alliance, both men decided to 
try more actively to support 
French President de Gaulle in 
his quest for an Algerian 
settlement.
